No qnantity 
of opium in excass of five taols is allownd to oir- 
onlate without a Customs cortifieata, a pormit 
irom theJoal farmer, or x copy of the entry 
made in the register.of he wholesale merchant, 


In his report of his tecent journey ‘through 
fanchnria, Mr. HL B. Fulford thus describes 
the process adopted by tho Chinesa to extract 
oda deposit from the earth. He saya; — Hore 
and thirre are sean the chimneys of a soTa-bailer, 
“Phe soda dvposit ia rich in many parts of the 
plains, more oxpecintly on the borders of evapor: 
ating water, A. simpl. process .is adopted by 
ho Chinaxe te separate the soda from tho -arth. 
The scrapings from the ground are first sonked 
in water, whieh is then strained, the product 
busing simmared from boiler to boiler, and the 
rogulting solid residua is shaped into~bricka of 
55 catties apiece, s..llirig on tha spnt for 20 taol 
ceuts each. It is used in dycing establishments 
and t!e manufacture of soup,, We. pacaed somo 
ten of theso works. At tho largest fifteen men 
wire employed, who were turning, oat thirty 
anch pieces a-day. The boilers, of which there’ 
wore threo in use, were the usual Chinese cook- 
ing utensils srranged in a row, with a fluo von- 
ning under them to.a tall-chimney_.at one ond; 
the fael used was the dry grasa of the plains.”

The apper 
portion of the mountain is coverad with broken 
pumice-stone, extending in planaa for 1,000 feet 
down. the sides, giving its whitish appesrande 
and its name, Da Halde, in his description of 
the Jasuit survey of Manohria in 1709-11, 
gives this expl ination, but, recant gcographers 
have for’some reason asaiguad a height of 10,000 
to 12,000 feat and parpetnal snaw to the ‘hang 
Pai-shon. At the timoof our visit we founds 
little anow only in arevices and shady spots, We 
wore unable to doscend to the edge of the lake on 
account of the steapness of tho crater's aidos, and 
the treacherous footing afforded by the pumico- 
stone gravel. Deor, tha hunters informed us, 
nsod to resort to the narrow margin left in one 
place by the water to eat the moss there growing, 
and patience at the lop of the only path praotic- 
nble ev'n for dear was enorally rewarded by a 
shot. But tho deor have learned wisdom by ex- 
potionca, The natives hava a superstition 
that ha who reachas the lake will never return 
an idea somewhat justifiad by the nature 
of tha desoant; Chinese have uo experience 
or conception of ygloauoes, and account for 
this remarkablo lake on the supposition that 
it is an “oye of the sea,” an outlet through 
which the wators of the ocaan force their way. 
“he view from tha crater's edge was well worth 
tha toildam climb over mosay uplands, recalling: 
nisty Scottish moors and yielding gravel. Tho 
vivid blue of thu immense shoot of water auddon- 
ly bursting upoo the gaze, contrasted with the 
sterile majesty of the high white oliffs, made up, 
aw scene the lonely grandeur of srbich cold bard- 


ido stated was the source of 
the eastern bradeh of the Songari, From the 
slone ( tie westora } whore wa stood, wed the 
wostoru brinch of thatriver; these two branches 
join about 70 miles north of Tang-ho-k’on. and 
on the’south-eastern slope rosa the T’améo and 
Yaloo, Sone small gulpbarous springs, bubbling 
upon the bank of the wastern branob of tho Sun- 
rari, none the foot of the mountain, are resorted 
to by the natives for skin disonses, The tampo- 
raturo of the water we found to be 150 dewrees 
Fahrenhsit.
